This stone has an "x" and measures 4"xl0"x6"(h). It is^NO^_25^vM^°W)^from 
SW corner of the E^,NW^,Sec. 14(see 3b). It is directly on-line between stones \ mile 
North and \ mile South of it (see 1 and 3b). 




e) The NW corner, Eh, NW*s is NO. 25*W (1°W) from both a stone found h mile south 
of it (see 3d) and a stone found h mile South of it (see 3b). This corner stone 
was witnessed in 1987 (see 1). 


f) A rebar pin was found 51' West of the SW corner stone, Eh, NW^, Sec. 14. It 

apparently lines up with a fence running North from a y'xlO" pipe found 

;iear the center of SW^ Sec. 14. This rebar pin was nqt used to locate the State 
Forest boundary. 

g) A l"xl2" steel pipe with a V'x5y steel rod inserted was found at the West h mile 
of Sec. 14. It is S 88.9°W (1°W) from the SW corner stone of the Eh, NW%, Sec. 14 
(see 3b). 


h) On 1/26/90, The SE corner stone, SW^, NE%, Sec. 14 was witnessed as follows: 

PK nails were driven at the base of these trees.

It sits just North of an intermittent 
stream crossing on the East side of Baby creek Rd.
